Smoking is the temperate as well as 


thecontemplatlve man's recreation, and 
great smokers" are loth to exhibit 
their tobaceo-oonwunlng abilities by 
engaging in smoking contests. Still, 
however, there have been some cu- 
rious tobacco burning races. In 1823 
there was a great contest at Oxford, 
England, a scaffold being erected in 
front of an inn for the accommodation 
of the competitors. The conditions 
were that anyone, man or woman, who 
could smoke three ounces of tobacco 
first, without drinking or leaving the 
stage, should have a prize of 12 shil- 
lings. 
"Many trled,"*-4d Hearne, "and 'twas 


thought that a Journeyman tailor of St, 
Peters in the east would have been the 
victor, he smoking faster than and be- 
ing many pipes before the rest, but 
at lost he was so sick 'twas thought he 
would have died and an old man that 
had been a builder and smoking gently 
came off the conqueror, smoking the 
three ounces quite out, and he told me 
that after he smoked three or four 
pipes the same evening." 


About 40 years ago a gentleman 


agreed to smoke a pound weight of 
strong cigars in 12 hours. 
The 100 


cigars making up the pound were all to 
be smoked down to one-inch butts. 
The match was decided on a Thames 
steamer plying between London and 
Chelsea, and by taking up his position 
well forward the smoker had the fuH 
benefit of the wind. The contest began 
at tsa> a. m. and in the first hour tbe 
smoker consumed;W cigars. After nine 
hours' smoking 88 had been disposed 
of, and with three hours to go end only least 10,000 people. 
14 to smoke the backer of time gave in. 
The winner declared that he felt no dis- 
comfort during the contest-and finished 
oft the 100 cigars that evening. More 
recently a solid silver cigar case and MO 
cigars were offered to the smoker who 
consumed most cigars in two hours, 
Food, drink and medicine were forbid- 
den. 
There were 17 entries. After the 


first hour ten competitor* retired. 
The wirmer, who smoked without pause 
from start to finish, reduced ten large 
cigars to ashes in the two hours, while 
his nearest competitor only finished 
seven. The people of Lille are Inveter- 
ate smokers, and to decide the cham- 
pionship of the town a smoking contest 
was held. Each competitor was pro- 
vided with a pipe, 60 grammes (about 
an ounce and three-quarters) of tobac- 
co and a pot of beer. The one who 
smoked the tobacco first was to be the 
winner. At the signal the air was filled 
with clouds of smoke. In 13 minutes 
a workingman-45 years of agte had re- 
duced his weed to ashes, while seven 
minutes later the second man finished 
his little smoker. After such herculean 
sinoklug matches It is scarcely neces* 
sary to mention the American contest 
tn which the winner smoked 1QP cigar- 
ettes in 6 hours and 35 minutes.—St 
James' Gazette. 


Creole Creass. 


Put a cupful of milk in a small sauce- 


pan, set over the fire; beat the yolks 
of four eggs with two tablespoonfuls 
ot powdered sugar and add; stir un- 
til nearly boiling, take from the fire 
and set to cool.

ENGLAND FEARS RUSSIA, 


Conflict B*etT»c<-cn the 
TTVO Powel- 


Jul 
Mitloim Would Bo of 


Doubtful Remit. 


One important reason why England 


ought not to assume an offensive atti- 
tude toward Russia, if it were other- 
wise demrable for her to do so, is the 
weakness of her army. A \\ar with 
Russia would not be a riaxal war. It 
would necessarily be a land v.ai, and 
England, it is -nell known, with her 
[jrebent force and her polio} of Aolun- 
lary enlistments, oould not put more 
thn'n M 000 men into China 
This was 


asserted onlj the other morning in the 
hoiibe oi commons, mid the {,'overnmeut 
did not contradict the statement. In- 
deed, it is perfectly well understood 
that it icsts on the authority of Lord 
Wolseley himself. It is hardly worth 
ulule to enlarge upon the deplorable 
situation in which England would find 
herself if she were called upon to face 
Russia with a force of 30.00U men. Rus- 
sia has probably already many more 
troops than this in Manchuria. 


The result of a war, then, between 


Russia and Great Britain, undertaken 
under existing condition!-, -«ould be. the 
total destruction, of 15ritibh commerce 
in China and the invasion :md possibly 
the temporary loss of India. And in 
considering the pobbible effect of <mcha 
ivar we roust bear iji mind the atritnde 
of the people of India toward the im- 
perial government, which is that of dis- 
content, expressing itself in riots. 
Surely such on attitude would ba of im- 
mense assistance to Russia in the in- 
rabion that would immediately follow 
the breaking out of war over China. 
The facts -which British Etatesmen_are 
facing are stern and threatening, and 
what clamor there is in England for 
aealmg offensively with Russia is the 
clamor of ignorance—an ignorance that 
nay not be dissipated until its victims 
ure' aroused aud informed through the 
\wful surprise which is sure to follow 
the first shock of arms. — Harper's 
Weekly.

Taking into account onlj the 
logs for which licenses are taken out 
this would give a total of $10,000 a 
Week. It is also estimated that a child 
pan be supported in comfort for as lit- 
tle as three dollars a week. In other 
words the mon«y spent weekly in this 
city for the maintenance of dogs would 
keep nearly 3,500 children for the same
